Thursday,  May  12th,  A.  D.  1887. 

The  Ninety-Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina  assembled  here  at  io*4  o'clock  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Stoney  and 
Hanckel. 

The  Communion  Office  was  begun  by  the  Rev.  R.  Wilson, 
D.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  Johnson  reading  the  Epistle. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D., 
from  St.  Matt.,  XIII,  31. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hanckel,  Johnson,  Stoney,  and 
Rev,  Dr.  Wilson.

Also  those  from  St.  Michael's,  St.  Andrew's, 
St.  John's  Berkeley,  Prince  Frederick's,  All  Saints,  Black 
Oak,  Grahamville,  Abbeville,  Aiken,  Grace  Church,  Charles- 
ton, and  others.  Mr.  C.  R.  Holmes,  from  St.  Luke's,  Charles- 
ton, announced  his  withdrawal.  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  also  an- 
nounced his  withdrawal. 
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These  Deputies  having  left,  the  Roll  of  Parishes  was 
called,  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  a  quorum,  and  the  follow- 
ing found  to  be  present.

THIRD  DAY. 

Saturday,  May  14th,  1887. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Joyner  and  Kershaw.  The 
Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  on  preceding  days  were 
called  but  none  answered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  R.  London,  the  entire  roll  was  called 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  a  quorum,  and  twenty- 
six  of  the  Clergy  and  Deputies  from  fifteen  Parishes  were 
found  to  be  present. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Standing  Committees  ot  the 
Convention  as  follows  :

Mr.  Eggleston  asked  leave,  as  a  matter  of  privilege,  to  read

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Church,  Charleston,  setting  forth  that  they  were  a  majority 
of  the  Deputies  from  said  Church,  which  was  granted. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  Com- 
mittee reported,  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  suggests  the  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution, Article  III,  in  regard  to  the  relation  of  Deacons  to 
the  Convention,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  unanimously 
recommend  the  taking  up  and  passing,  through  its  final  read- 
ing, of  the  proposed  act  of  amendment  of  1884  (see  Journal, 
P-  49),  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
Section  1,  second  line,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"  clergymen," and  inserting  "  presbyters."  Second  line,  second 
Section,  strike  out  "  clergyman,"  and  insert  "  presbyter."  Sec- 
tion 3,  first  line,  strike  out  "clergyman,"  and  insert  "pres- 
byter."

So  the  Constitution  was  amended  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  both  Orders,  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  III,  Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed 
of  Presbyters  and  Laymen. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there 
is  one,  and  every  other  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually 
as  well  as  canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the 
space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  performing 
the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  a  Parish  ;  or  as  a  Missionary,  acting  under  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese ;  or  as  a  Chaplain  in 
any  public  or  benevolent  institution  ;  or  as  a  Professor  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  or  who,  after  a  con- 
tinued service  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  this  Diocese,  by  the 
infirmities  of  health  or  age,  may  have  been  incapacitated  for 
further  active  duties  of  the  Ministry,  and  has  presented  his 
annual  report  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Convention. 

Section  III.  Every  other  Presbyter,  in  good  standing, 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  of  the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  profoundly  regrets  the  action  of  the 
Deputies  from  certain  Parishes  in  withdrawing  from  the  Convention  on 
yesterday  evening,  and  affectionately  and  most  earnestly  requests  their 
brethren  to  reconsider  their  action  and  resume  their  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  presented  to  our  absent  brethren  by 
a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stoney  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  from  the 
first  resolution  all  after  the  word  "  action." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Seabrook,  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  laid  on  the  table,  and  the  resolutions  adopted  unani- 
mously.   The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Tillinghast  and 
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Kershaw  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Rucker  a  Committee  to  convey  the 
resolution  to  the  withdrawn  members. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sams  asked  leave  to  present  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.    [See  Appendix  IV,  C] 

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Stoney  and  Gadsden  appointed  tellers  of  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy  and  Messrs.  R.  J.  LaRoche  and  Martin  of 
that  of  the  Laity. 

Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  announced  that  Mr.  Pringle  declined  to 
serve  longer  on  account  of  ill  health. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Report.  [See 
Appendix  IV,  B.] 

A  motion  was  made  to  recommit  the  Report,  which  was 
laid  on  the  table,  and,  after  discussion,  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended thereto  were  adopted  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifteen  cents  for  each 
baptized  soul  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  be  assessed  upon  each 
Parish  of  the  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention,  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  of  this  Diocese  con- 
tribute a  sum  equal  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  baptized  soul 
reported,  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  insert 
in  his  notices  to  the  Parishes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
the  specific  sums  to  be  paid  by  them,  ascertained  in  accordance  with  the 
resolutions  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  tellers  of  the  election  reported  the  following  elected  as 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  by  both  Orders,  to  wit : 
Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  Rev.  R.Wilson, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  E.  Bellinger,  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Mr.  A.  C  Haskell, 
Mr.  H.  P.  Archer,  Mr.  John  Gadsden,  Mr.  H.  W.  Frost,  Mr.  F. 
A.  Mitchell. 

The  Special  Committee  presented  the  following  Report : 
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The  Special  Committee  appointed  on  the  University  of  the 
South  beg  leave  to  report:  That  this  Diocese,  in  common 
with  other  Southern  Dioceses,  agreed,  some  years  ago,  to 
support  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University ;  that 
the  proportion  of  said  support  assumed  by  this  Diocese 
amounted  to  five  hundred  dollars;  that  since  the  time  this 
Diocese  agreed  and  assumed  to  pay  the  said  sum,  it  has  never 
fulfilled  its  pledge ;  that  they  regard  the  position  occupied  by 
the  Diocese  in  this  matter,  as  one  reflecting  no  credit  what- 
ever upon  it ;  and  in  fact,  as  almost  a  reproach  against  the 
good  name  of  the  Church,  because,  after  having  pledged  itself 
to  contribute  $500  annually  to  the  support  of  said  Theological 
Department,  it  has  never  redeemed  its  pledge,  although  the 
Professors,  relying  upon  otir  promise,  in  part  at  least,  have 
gone  on  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  that,  therefore,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
should  either  revoke  its  pledge  or  redeem  it;  and  inasmuch 
as  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  revoke  the  pledge,  the  Church 
should  rise  to  its  duty,  make  proper  provision  to  redeem  its 
pledge,  and  protect  its  fair  name.  We,  therefore,  recommend 
to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  redeem  our  pledge  to  the 
University's  Theological  Department,  each  Parish  of  the  Dio- 
cese be  assessed  a  sum  equivalent  to  10  cents  for  each  soul 
over  14  years  of  age  reported.

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  appended 
thereto  adopted. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented  their 
Report  [see  Appendix  V],  which  was  accepted,  and  the  reso- 
lution embodied  therein  adopted,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  is 
earnestly  requested  to  make  an  offering  for  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  between  this  date 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the 
present  deficiency  may  be  supplied. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  from  the  Committee  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  withdrawn  members,  presented  their  response,  as 
follows  : 
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Resolved,  That  we  accede  to  the  request  submitted  to  us  by 
the  Committee  :  provided,  that  when  we  return  and  resume 
our  seats  in  the  Convention  the  President  of  the  Convention 
shall  entertain  the  appeal  taken  by  Mr.  McCrady  yesterday, 
and  shall  forthwith  put  the  question  to  the  Convention.

Mr.  Rucker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention,  having  heard  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  wait  on  our  brethren  who  withdrew  yesterday 
evening  from  this  body,  regrets  that  it  finds  itself  unable  to  accede  to 
the  proviso  contained  in  their  response  to  our  appeal. 

Mr.  Haskell  offered  the  following  substitute  : 

Resolved,  That  while  the  proposition  made  by  the  withdrawing  mem- 
bers cannot  be  accepted,  this  Convention  offers,  if  they  will  return,  to 
reconsider  the  action  taken  since  their  withdrawal,  that  they  may  have 
a  voice  on  all  questions,  and  in  all  elections. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  moved  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  table 
which  was  carried  on  division.    Ayes,  21  ;  nays,  17. 

The  vote  recurring  on  the  original  resolution,  it  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  by  consent,  addressed  the  convention 
briefly  in  behalf  of  "The  Clergy  Society." 

The  election  of  a  Board  of  Missions  was  ordered,  and  the 
former  board  re-elected  save  that  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.  was 
chosen  in  place  of  Rev.  John  Johnson,  who  declined  to  serve. 

[Note. — For  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  read- 
ing of  which  was,  for  want  of  time,  deferred  until  to-morrow 
evening,  see  Appendix,  IV,  A.] 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  The  Diocesan  Theological  Sem- 
inary was  ordered,  the  same  tellers  acting  as  for  the  Standing, 
Committees,  and  the  former  Trustees  re-elected,  and  also  Mr. 
J.  R.  London,  vice  Mr.  John  Hanckel,  deceased. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  the 
following  report : 
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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  are  unable,  at 
this  late  hour,  to  make  any  report,  not  having  material  in  their 
possession.  A.  TOOMER  PORTER,

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stoney, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  print  two  hundred  and 
fifty  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  1865, 
at  which  no  quorum  was  obtained. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  print  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  appointing  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Convention  was  reconsidered,  and  in  view  of  the  concur- 
rence of  the  time  of  meeting  with  the  Festival  of  The  Ascen- 
sion, it  was  changed  from  the  second  to  the  first  Wednesday 
in  May,  1888. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner,  Rev.  T.  F.  Gadsden  and 
Mr.  E.  M.  Rucker  were  appointed  a  committee  on  transpor- 
tation to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Allston, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  respectfully  ten- 
dered to  the  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  for 
their  courteous  reception  of  and  attention  to  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  to  adjourn,  the  minutes  of  to-day  were  read  and 
approved  and  the  Bishop  spake  these  last  words  to  the  Con- 
vention : 

"I  will  say  a  word  or  two  to  you  before  we  part.  This  is 
the  ninety-seventh  Diocesan  Convention  that  has  been  held 
during  a  period  of  nearly  a  hundred  years;  and  I  presume 
that,  within  all  these  years,  there  never  has  occurred  what  has 
taken  place  at  this  session — the  withdrawal  of  a  large  number 
of  those  who  represent  their  Churches  in  this  Convention. 
And  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  some  of  these  are  the  oldest 
Churches  in  the  Diocese. 

It  is  a  matter  of  very  great  regret  to  me  that  such  is  the 
melancholy  fact,  but  as  I  review  the  question,  I  do  not  see 
how  we  could  have  acted  otherwise  than  we  have. 
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What  is  the  effect  of  the  withdrawal  of  these  members  ? 
Some,  I  understand,  think  that  they  have  withdrawn  from 
the  Church  !  Why,  the  Convention  is  not  the  Church  ;  it  is 
not  the  Diocese.  It  is  simply  the  organ,  the  hand  which  the 
Diocese  uses  to  effect  its  sacred  purposes.  Nor  have  even 
the  Churches  themselves  withdrawn  from  the  Convention — 
merely  their  delegates  have  withdrawn.  The  Parishes  are 
still  in  union  with  us,  and  will  continue  to  be  in  union  until 
by  some  organic  action  of  their  own  they  withdraw  them- 
selves from  us  and  refuse  to  send  Deputies  to  this  Conven- 
tion. Even  in  that  case,  they  will  still  be  a  part  of  the  Dio- 
cese. So  long  as  the  people  are  in  communion  with  the 
Bishop,  they  are  in  the  Diocese.  For  if  it  were  a  necessity 
that  a  congregation  should  be  in  union  with  the  Convention 
to  be  a  part  of  the  Diocese,  a  great  many  would  not  be  in 
union  with  the  Church,  as,  for  instance,  St.  Mark's  Church, 
which  has  never  belonged  to  this  Convention. 

It  is  not  only  the  privilege,  but  the  right  of  the  Bishop  to 
visit  every  congregation  in  his  Diocese,  and,  God  helping  me, 
unless  the  doors  of  the  Churches  are  locked  against  me,  I 
shall  visit  them  as  usual,  whether  or  not  they  are  in  union 
with  the  Convention.  But  I  trust  that  our  brethren  will  re- 
consider the  case  and  see  whether  it  is  sufficient  ground  for 
these  old  Parishes  to  go  out  because  one  colored  clergyman, 
who  has  sat  in  Convention  in  Virginia,  for  eight  years,  I  am 
informed,  is  here  with  us.  I  trust  that  they  will  review  the 
case  during  the  coming  year,  and  that  we  will  meet  many  of 
them  again  next  year  at  Anderson.  I  pray  God  that  this  may 
be  so.  We  who  have  remained,  I  trust  will  be  there  ;  and 
may  God  bless  you,  my  dear  brethren,  until  we  meet  again." 

With  Prayer  and  Benediction,  the  Convention  then  ad- 
journed sine  die.

APPENDIX  I. 

BISHOPS  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Convention :  Meeting  as  you  do  on  Thurs- 
day, the  constitutional  day,  instead  of  on  Wednesday,  your 
session  will  probably  be  shorter  than  of  late.  For  this  reason 
I  will  make  this  Address  also  as  short  as  I  can,  confining  it  to 
matters  of  purely  Diocesan  interests.  My  journal  of  services 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

The  past  year  has  been  for  me  a  very  broken  one.  Events 
over  which  I  had  no  control  have  very  much  interfered  with 
my  visitations  to  Parishes.  Chief  among"  these  providential 
hindrances  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Episcopate,  was  my 
detention  in  Charleston  for  four  months  by  the  earthquake. 
Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  put  on  record  what  I  have 
received,  and  how  I  have  expended  what  has  been  sent  me  to 
aid  in  the  repair  of  churches  and  for  personal  relief.  I  have 
placed  my  books  in  the  hands  of  my  friend  Mr.  Wm.  McBur- 
ney,  who  has  examined  them,  and  has  also  kindly  tabulated 
the  amounts  received  from  Dioceses,  which  will  appear  in  the 
Journal,  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Address.  Not  to  take  up  too 
much  of  your  time,  I  merely  say  that  I  published  early  in  Sep- 
tember a  statement  in  our  Church  papers  of  our  losses  by  the 
earthquake,  and  offered  to  distribute  any  money  that  might  be 
sent  me  for  church  repair  ''according  to  my  best  judgment." 
I  put  forth  no  circulars  and  sent  out  no  advocates,  but  con- 
fined myself  to  a  simple  statement  of  the  disaster  which  had 
befallen  us,  in  the  Associated  Press  and  some  of  our  principal 
Church  papers.  The  House  of  Bishops  in  a  Pastoral  kindly 
seconded  my  statement.  What  I  have  received  has  come 
mainly  from  Church  offerings,  In  some  cases  persons  have 
sent  me  donations  requesting  that  their  names  might  not  ap- 
pear, but  I  say  by  far  the  greater  part  of  what  has  come  to  me 
has  come  through  the  offertory. 
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Two  Churches  in  the  vicinity  of  Charleston,  S.t  Andrews 
and  St.  James,  Goose  Creek,  both  built  1706  or  1707,  and 
injured  by  the  earthquake,  I  could  not  aid,  though  I  should 
have  been  pleased  to  do  so  had  my  means  permitted.  But 
inasmuch  as  these  Churches  are  not  opened  statedly  for  pub- 
lic worship,  I  have  not  felt  myself  at  liberty  to  aid  them  in  the 
work  of  repair.  I  should  be  glad,  however,  if  the  Charleston 
Churches  could  assist  these  two  Colonial  Churches.  St.  An- 
drew's, I  think,  has  a  claim  on  Charleston.  Dalcho  writes 
thus  :  "  In  consequence  of  the  great  fire  in  Charleston,  No- 
vember 18,  1740,  two  charity  sermons  were  preached  in  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  and  £368  14.  3.  ($1,840)  were  collected  at 
the  doors  for  the  suffering."  This  same  Church,  at  whose 
doors  so  much  was  given  to  Charleston,  is  injured  to  the 
amount  of  $1,000,  and  needs  but  $300  to  make  up  this  sum. 
Cannot  Charleston  give  it  ?  The  dismantled  Church  seems 
to  say  to  us  of  its  ancient  liberality,  Forsan  et  hcec  olim 
meninisse  juvabit.

In  all  received  and  distributed  $40,588  97 
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I  did  not  acknowledge  contributions  in  our  Church  papers, 
but  in  every  instance  have  sent,  or  endeavored  to  send,  to 
Rectors  and  Treasurers  of  Churches  my  acknowledgments. 

Upon  some  of  our  Charleston  Churches  will  rest  for  a  long 
time  to  come  the  burden  of  debt,  but  the  judicious  adminis- 
tration of  the  vestry,  supported  by  the  devout  gifts  of  the 
congregations,  will,  in  the  end,  remove  it.  I  desire  here,  in 
your  name,  as  well  as  for  myself,  to  thank  our  brethren  in 
other  Dioceses  for  their  sympathy  and  aid, and  I  have  written 
what  I  have  written,  and  annexed  to  it  the  tables  in  the  Ap- 
pendix, that  there  may  be  in  coming  time  a  remembrance  of 
what  they  have  done  for  us,  and  how  they  have  been  afflicted 
in  all  our  affliction,  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bruise  us. 

I  pass  next  to  clerical  changes  in  the  Diocese.  I  have 
given  the  following  Letters  Dimissory  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion, transferring  clergymen  to  other  Dioceses:

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.— J.  S.  Quarles,  candidate 
for  the  Diaconate  only;  Theodore  D.  Bratton,  candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders;  James  G.  Glass,  candidate  for  Priest's  Or- 
ders ;  William  A.  Guerry,  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders  ;  B. 
L.  Wiggins,  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders. 

Persons  confirmed,  387. 
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The  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  has  made  its 
Second  Report,  which  is  encouraging.  This  is  an  organiza- 
tion extending  throughout  the  United  States  with  branches  in 
the  several  Dioceses  in  aid  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
its  work  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Auxiliary  in  this 
Diocese  includes  sixteen  Parishes,  and  has  some  six  hundred 
members.  In  the  past  year  it  has  furnished  missionary  boxes 
valued  at  about  $1,200,  and  has  aided  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Church  in  full  by  $1,300.  Every  year  this  adjunct  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  extends  its  work.  The  material  aid  which 
the  Auxiliary  furnishes  is  by  no  means  its  only  feature.  It 
forms  a  bond  of  union  between  the  widely  separated  parts 
of  the  whole  Church  and  emphasizes  the  thought  that  we 
are  one  in  Christ  and  members  one  of  another.  To  con- 
centrate the  mind  of  the  Church  upon  the  mission  work  of 
the  Church  is  a  chief  feature  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

I  desire  at  this  point  also  to  call  attention  once  more  to  the 
support  of  the  Theological  School  at  Sewanee.  Our  candi- 
'  dates  for  Holy  Orders  are.  sent  here,  and  I  very  cheerfully 
bear  testimony  to  the  z^al  and  earnestness  with  which  the 
young  clergymen  coming  from  that  quarter  enter  upon  their 
work  in  this  Diocese.  Latterly  I  am  sorry  to  say  we  have  not 
contributed  our  quota  to  the  support  of  this  Theological 
School  intended  for  the  candidates  from  Southern  Dioceses. 
The  Professors  are  at  their  posts  on  meagre  salaries.  Will 
not  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  see  to  this,  that  these  meagre 
salaries  be  promptly  paid,  so  far  as  our  responsibilities  go,  by 
the  stated  offerings  in  their  Parishes  as  prescribed  by  this 
Convention  ? 

By  Section  2,  Canon  17,  Title  I,  of  the  Digest  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  of  a  Dio- 
cese at  a  Diocesan  Convention  to  deliver  an  address  "  stating 
the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion," ********<•  ancj  jn  general  all  matters 
tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese."  Simply, 
therefore,  by  way  of  information  and  not  to  provoke  discus- 
sion, I  bring  forward  to  the  notice  of  this  Convention  what 
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1  think  to  be  a  very  important  matter,  and  having  so  done  I 
shall  take  my  leave  of  it. 

It  is  my  conviction,  that  in  the  year  since  our  last  Conven- 
tion, a  candidate  for  the  Diaconate  has  been  refused  recom- 
mendation to  Orders  because  of  race.  I  do  not  mean  that 
such  reason  has  been  given  by  the  Standing  Committee,  but 
that  I  am  driven  to  such  conclusion  by  circumstances  which 
I  will  now  briefly  narrate  for  your  information.  And  you 
will,  I  hope,  understand  that  I  am  making  no  point  with  my 
breihren  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  whom  I  entertain  both 
respect  and  affection,  but  that  I  wish  you  to  know  in  all 
frankness  and  candor  how  they  and  the  Bishop  differ  in  a  very 
material  matter  in  the  administration  of  the  Diocese.  They 
have,  I  am  aware,  their  conscientious  convictions  as  well  as 
others,  and  wisdom  will  not  die  with  the  Bishop.  I  am  mak- 
ing no  argument  save  as  a  statement  of  facts  makes  it;  and  if 
I  state  any  facts  wrongly  I  shall  very  cheerfully  yield  to  cor- 
rection. 

In  the  year  1884,  after  due  inquiry,  as  I  thought,  and  on 
recommendation  of  persons  who  had  long  known  him,  and 
upon  whose  judgment  I  relied,  I  received  J.  S.  Quarles  as  a 
Postulant,  under  Canon  II,  Title  I  of  the  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention.  A  Postulant  is  one  who  intends  to  become 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  upon  canonical  testimonials. 
In  this  case,  I  did  not  think  that  the  Postulant  had  sufficient 
preliminary  education  to  become  a  candidate,  and  so  he  en- 
tered St.  Augustine  School  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  where  he  main- 
tained himself  by  his  own  labor.  He  did  not  expect  to  serve 
in  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  except  as  a  Deacon.  To  goon 
to  the  Priesthood  would  require  a  collegiate  education,  or  its 
equivalent.  Having  completed  his  plain  English  studies,  he 
was  prepared  to.  go  before  our  Standing  Committee,  and  ask 
them  to  recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  as  one  qualified  to  en- 
ter on  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  Holy  Ministry.  This 
they  did,  and  in  1885,  in  accordance  with  their  recommenda- 
tion, I  admitted  Quarles  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Dea- 
con only.  He  returned  to  Raleigh,  and  prepared  for  the  Dia- 
conate under  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  the  head  of  the  school.    I  will 
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take  this  opportunity  to  say  that  in  his  letters  to  me,  Dr.  Sut- 
ton spoke  favorably  of  Quarles.  In  September  last,  1886,  he 
applied  to  the  Committee  to  be  recommended  by  them  to  the 
Bishop  for  Deacon's  orders,  and  under  the  rules  of  the  Com- 
mittee, his  application  was  received  and  laid  over  to  a  fol- 
lowing meeting. 

The  Canon  requires  that  in  the  absence  of  a  vestry  to  testify 
to  the  applicant's  character,  such  testimonial  may  be  signed 
by  "  twelve  respectable  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,"  and  there  being  no  organized  Parish  or  Vestry,  the 
papers  were  accordingly  signed  at  my  suggestion  by  twelve 
whites,  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    Some  of 
the  names  so  signed,  were  those  of  churchwomen.    When  the 
papers  came  up,  the  Committee  ruled  that  the  words,  "twelve 
respectable  members'1  in  the  Canon  meant  twelve  respectable 
male  members.    For  the  reason  thus  given  by  the  Committee, 
the  application  of  the  candidate  for  recommendation  to  the 
Diaconate  failed.    Accordingly,  by  my  direction,  the  candidate 
prepared  a  second  set  of  papers,  signed  in  accordance  with  1 
the  Committee's  construction  of  the  Canon.    In  due  time  the 
amended  paper  came  before  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
met  refusal.    Of  this  refusal  the  Committee  gave  the  Bishop 
no  information  whatever.    He  was  left  to  learn  it  officially 
from  the  candidate,  who  placed  in  his  hands  the  letter  of  the 
Secretary.  This  letter  to  the  candidate  bears  date  January 
28th,  1887,  and  is  as  follows  :    "  Your  application  for  admis- 
sion to  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons  was  taken  up  for  consid- 
eration at  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  South  Car- 
olina, which  was  held  on  the  26th  inst.    The  testimonial  of 
consent  required  by  the  Canons  to  be  signed  by  the  Commit- 
tee failed  to  receive  the  necessary  number  of  signatures." 
Signed,  &c. 

Now  I  could  not  but  ask  myself  in  view  of  such  action,  why 
the  Committee,  who  had  previously  recommended  the  candi- 
date and  encouraged  him  to  study  for  the  Diaconate,  should 
now  refuse  their  recommendation  to  ordination.  Had  any- 
thing arisen  affecting  the  candidate's  character  since  their  for- 
mer recommendation  of  him,  whereby  I  admitted  him  to  be- 
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come  a  candidate  ?  The  Canons  make  it  the  duty  of  a  Bishop 
to  supervise  the  conduct  of  his  candidates  for  Orders,  and 
I  received  regular  reports  concerning  him,  and  nothing  to 
his  disparagement  came  to  me,  but  the  reverse.  The  conclu- 
sion, therefore,  to  which  I  came  in  the  absence  of  any  informa- 
tion from  the  Committee  was  to  the  following  effect:  That  the 
candidate  applying  to  our  Standing  Committee  for  the  canon- 
ical recommendation  to  be  ordained  Deacon,  had  been  refused 
such  recommendation  because  he  was  of  African  descent,  or 
because  being  of  African  descent,  and  being  ordained,  he 
would  acquire  by  canonical  residence  and  under  our  Con- 
stitution a  seat  in  our  Diocesan  Convention. 

I  say  this  is  my  inference,  not  the  ground  given  by  the 
Committee,  because  they  give  no  reason  of  their  refusal. 
What  now  shall  I  do  with  my  rejected  candidate  ?  Shall  I 
drop  him  ?  or  shall  he  give  up  the  ministry  ?  I  could  transfer 
him  to  a  neighboring  Diocese,  and  have  him  ordained  there, 
and  then  receive  him  back  again,  but  I  will  not  pursue  such  a 
course,  which  would  be  a  species  of  ecclesiastical  filibustering, 
and  would  widen  and  deepen  already  existing  differences.  No, 
if  a  colored  man  is  to  be  ordained  in  and  forthis  Diocese,  it  must 
be  with  the  concurrence  and  consent  of  its  Standing  Committee. 
But  in  the  meantime  what  becomes  of  the  refused  candidate? 
I  answer  :  He  must  serve  in  another  Diocese,  under  another 
Bishop,  who  has  work  for  him  to  do.  But  when  my  brother 
Bishop,  to  whose  jurisdiction  I  transfer  the  candidate,  asks 
me  why  Quarles  could  not  be  ordained  in  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina,  what  must  I  say  ?  What  can  I  say,  but  this, 
I  believe  the  candidate  was  refused  by  the  Committee  because 
of  African  descent.  But  lest  something  might  have  arisen, 
which  I  know  nothing  of,  I  addressed  a  note  to  the  President 
of  our  Standing  Committee,  asking  whether  anything  derog- 
atory to  the  moral  or  religious  character  of  the  candidate  had 
appeared  in  Committee,  for  which  they  had  refused  Quarles's 
recommendation,  and  for  which  I  also  ought  to  feel  restrained 
from  transferring  him  to  another  jurisdiction.  The  answer  is 
quite  distinct  and  emphatic.  It  says :  "  There  was  no  ob- 
jection to  Quarles  on  the  ground  of  character,  moral  or

religious,  nor  has  anything  come  to  our  knowledge  which 
should  prevent  you  from  recommending  him  for  Orders  to 
any  other  Bishop." 

In  view  of  these  facts,  thus  simply  related,  and  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  burning  question  which  has  agitated  the  Di- 
ocese for  so  many  years,  and  Convention  after  Convention  ; 
and  in  view,  also,  of  the  conviction  expressed  by  the  protest- 
ants  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  assembled  in  Columbia  in 
1885,  to  the  effect  that  only  persons  of  the  white  race  were 
entitled  to  sit  in  Diocesan  Conventions — in  view,  I  say,  of  all 
these  things,  I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  the  candidate 
here  spoken  of  failed  to  secure  the  approval  of  our  Standing 
Committee  because  he  was  a  colored  man.  Now  it  becomes 
this  Convention  to  look  this  matter  squarely  in  the  face,  so 
doing  in  the  spirit  of  meekness  and  gentleness.  Is  the  action 
of  our  Standing  Committee  in  the  instance  of  Quarles  to  be- 
come the  rule  of  action  ?  My  own  conclusion  is  that  it  gives 
notice  that  no  colored  man,  be  his  qualifications  what  they 
may,  will  be  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  to 
Holy  Orders.  Is  this  also  the  mind  of  the  Diocese  in  Con- 
vention assembled?  I  cannot  think  it.  But  if  it  be,  then  to 
your  Bishop  such  a  mind  seems  out  of  harmony  with  the 
new  suffrage  in  the  Litany,  "  O  Lord  of  the  harvest,  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  Thy  harvest." 

There  is,  I  think,  a  fair  compromise  which,  if  adopted,  might 
adjust  differences.  It  was  proposed  by  a  venerable  member 
from  St.  Paul's,  Radcliffeboro,  in  1884,  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Ninety-fourth  Convention. 

He  proposed  to  amend  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  so 
as  to  limit  membership  in  Convention  within  the  Clerical  Or- 
der to  the  Order  of  Presbyters,  by  striking  out  the  word 
"  Clergymen  "  and  inserting  "  Presbyters."  The  effect  of  this 
amendment  would  be  to  remove  the  Diaconate  altogether 
from  Diocesan  Convention,  and  so  dismiss  the  apprehension 
of  a  preponderance  of  the  colored  element  in  Convention,  in 
case*  the  permanent  Diaconate  of  colored  men  for  work  among 
colored  people  should  largely  increase.  This  amendment 
would  apply, of  course,  to  all  in  the  Order  of  Deacons,  whether 
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white  or  black.  Under  this  amendment,  however,  it  must  be 
understood,  of  course,  that  the  colored  Presbyter  who  had 
come  by  ordination  to  the  Order  of  Priesthood,  with  full  ca- 
nonical requirements  as  to  literary  and  theological  qualifica- 
tions, would  equally  with  the  white  Presbyter,  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  take  his  seat  and  cast  his  vote  in 
Convention. 

I  respectfully  suggest,  therefore,  that  such  amendment  as  I 
have  referred  to  be  taken  up  and  considered  by  you  at  your 
present  session,  and  passed  for  a  second  time,  if  not  unani- 
mously, as  in  1884,  j'et  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  in 
both  Orders,  and  thus  furnish  a  partial  solution,  at  least,  to 
some  of  the  race  difficulties  which  have  engaged  our  attention 
to  the  detriment  of  Diocesan  work  for  the  twelve  past  years. 
I  think,  also,  I  am  aware  equally  with  any  one  of  the  inexpe- 
diency of  injecting  into  this  Council  of  the  Church  a  large 
number  of  permanent  Deacons  who,  however  fitted  they  may 
be  to  do  their  office  and  work  on  plantations,  are  yet  not  fitted 
by  education  and  otherwise  to  legislate  for  the  Church.  But 
this  is  guarded  against  by  the  proposed  amendment,  which  con- 
fines the  legislative  function  to  the  Order  of  Presbyters,  who 
must,  necessarily,  before  attaining  that  Order,  have  discharged 
all  canonical  requirements,  and  the  sole  objection  to  whom,  as 
members  of  Convention,  is  that  of  race. 

I  fear,  my  -  Brethren  of  the  Laity  do  not  fully  enter  into 
the  position  of  the  Bishop  and  of  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese.  Why  should  we  be  arrayed  on  opposite  sides  ? 
Have  we  not  suffered  together?  When  you,  the  Laity,  were  in 
the  field  were  not  we,  the  Clergy,  in  the  hospital  and  in 
evacuated  towns  ;  and  some  of  us  refused  protection  ?  Have 
not  the  Clergy  as  much  at  stake  as  the  Laity?  And  are 
they  not  equally,  with  my  Brethren  of  the  Laity,  solicitous  for 
the  future  welfare  of  the  Diocese?  Or  is  it  that  you  distrust 
our  intelligence  in  these  matters,  and  think  that  because  we 
bear  no  part  in  political  and  party  conventions  that,  therefore, 
as  citizens  we  must  necessarily  be  short  sighted  ?  Let  me 
then  claim  your  indulgence  only  a  few  moments  longer  in 
consideration  of  our  painful  divergence.    Come  to  the  Bishop's 
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side  for  a  moment  and  see  if  you  cannot  see  what  he 
sees.  But  if  this  is  too  much  to  expect  that  one  who  is  free 
from  the  "  care  of  all  the  Churches"  should  see  what  the 
Bishop  sees,  at  all  events  possibly  you  may  see  enough  to 
make  you  grant  that  from  his  standpoint  he  could  do  no  less 
than  what  he  has  done. 

The  Bishop  then  believes  this  Church  to  be  not  a  social 
organization  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  but 
a  branch,  and  it  may  be  a  feeble  branch  of  the  Church  of 
Christ.  The  Church  of  Christ,  like  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  is 
for  all  people,  and  for  l<  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men." 
When  commissioned  to  go  to  his  work  at  the  time  of  his  con- 
secration,  the  Bishop  believes  he  was  sent  not  to  any  one 
class,  but  to  all  classes  who  desired  a  part  in  his  ministrations. 
If  his  Episcopate  was  to  touch  the  rich  only,  or  the  refined 
only,  or  the  whites  only,  then  he  would  wish  to  lay  it  down, 
being  in  his  esteem  an  Episcopate  which  lagged  too  far  behind 
the  footsteps  of  his  Lord.  He  must  address  himself,  there- 
fore, if  true  to  duty,  to  the  colored  people  of  the  Diocese  as 
well  as  to  the  whites.  But  to  do  this  effectively  there  must 
be  a  colored  ministry.  But  if  a  colored  ministry,  then  a  col- 
ored ministry  on  the  same  plane  ecclesiastically,  with  the  white 
ministry.  For  if  ordination  means  anything  it  means  that  its 
gifts  go  to  men  without  regard  to  race  or  color.  Here  then 
begins  the  difficulty  in  our  Diocese,  and  by  the  way,  we  are 
the  only  Church  South  I  believe  which  is  wrestling  with  this 
difficulty.  When  the  colored  clergyman  becomes  canonically 
connected  with  this  Diocese  he  equally  with  the  white  Cler- 
gyman becomes  thereby  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion (Vid.  Article  III)  ipso  facto  a  member  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  What  shall  be  the  extent  of  the  privileges  of  his 
membership   will  depend  upon  two  further  considerations. 

To  be  a  voter  in  Convention  he  must  have  been  actually 
and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  "  for  the  space  of 
twelve  calendar  months"  next  before  Convention  ;  and,  more- 
over, he  must  have  discharged  his  duty  as  a  Rector  or  Mis- 
sionary for  the  same  period  of  time — twelve  calendar  months 
next  before  Convention.    When  these  conditions   have  been 
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fulfilled,  then  in  my  judgment,  which  nothing  I  have  seen  or 
heard  has  shaken  for  a  moment,  the  Clergyman  in  question  is 
here  under  the  Constitution  which  was  adopted  finally  and 
unanimously  in  Columbia,  in  1876,  and  in  full  view  of  this 
question.  But  I  will  not  argue  the  point  further.  What  I 
have  said  is  simply  to  show  that  while  the  present  Constitu- 
tion is  the  Constitution,  as  a  conscientious  interpreter  of  the 
same  I  can  do  no  otherwise  than  I  have  done.  If  you  wish 
the  interpretation  changed,  you  must  change  the  Constitu- 
tion ;  and  I  have  made  a  suggestion  to  this  end  which  you 
unanimously  approved  of  three  years  ago.  You  will  pardon 
me,  I  trust,  if  I  speak  with  entire  frankness,  but  at  the  same 
time  in  great  consideration  of  my  brethren  of  the  Laity,  when 
I  say  that  it  is  my  belief  that  they  are  not  keeping  step  with 
the  Laity  of  other  Southern  Dioceses  in  this  question.  You 
are  alone  in  your  position.  This,  indeed,  matters  not  if  you 
are  right;  but  if  you  are  wrong  it  matters  a  great  deal  that 
you  should  array  the  Diocese  contra  mundum. 

But  as  I  have  said,  I  leave  the  further  consideration  of  this 
subject,  and  ask  you  to  enter  with  me  for  a  few  moments 
more,  a  serener  atmosphere  :  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are 
fast  passing  away  and  we  with  them;  but  the  things  which  are 
not  seen  are  eternal.  Into  this  eternal,  since  last  we  met, 
has  entered  our  beloved  Senior  Presbyter,  Rev.  Dr.  Shand. 
Born  and  reared  here  in  Charleston,  53  years,  Lay-reader, 
Deacon,  Priest,  all  in  one  parish,  Trinity,  Columbia,  the  genial 
hospitable  host,  the  modest  gentleman,  the  faithful  clergy- 
man has  passed  away.  We  do  not  lament  him.  Why  should 
we  ?  We  give  God  thanks  for  his  good  example  rather,  and 
pray  that  we  together  with  him  may  in  due  time  have  our 
consummation,  and  bliss  in  the  city  which  hath  foundations, 
whose  builder  and  maker  is  God. 

But  though  we  do  not  lament  the  departure  of  our  Senior 
Presbyter  who  has  been  simply  gathered  into  God's  garner 
as  one  fully  ripe  for  the  sickle,  there  is  one,  whom  we  do  la- 
ment, being  taken  from  us  in  the  meridian  of  life  and  of  use- 
fulness. I  speak  of  the  death  of  Miss  Celia  Campbell.  So  far 
as  I  know,  the  life  of  Miss  Campbell  was  an  entirely  conse 
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crated  one,  consecrated  to  God  and  consecrated  to  the  service 
of  others.  She  died  where  her  heart  was,  at  the  little  House 
of  Rest.  She  did  not  forsake  home  duties  in  order  to  engage 
in  others  more  distant.  She  did  no  great  things,  but  I  think 
it  will  be  said  of  her,  "She  hath  done  what  she  could."  The 
general  expression  of  sympathy  and  of  sorrow  in  our  Church 
at  Miss  Campbell's  death  told  how  her  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  the  poor  and  the  friendless  had  impressed  our  hearts. 
What  a  fuller  life  hers,  at  least  in  the  eyes  of  angels,  who  are 
ministering  spirits,  than  it  would  have  been  if  devoted  to  what 
is  commonly  termed  "Society." 

Passing  beyond  the  Diocese,  and  in  conclusion,  I  simply 
mention  the  removal  by  death,  since  we  last  met,  of  three 
venerable  members  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Green,  of  tne  Diocese  of  Mississippi  ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Pot- 
ter, of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  ;  and  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Lee,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Bishop  Lee  had  served  in  the  Episcopate,  forty-six  years. 
Bishop  Green  thirty-seven  years.  Bishop  Potter  thirty-three 
years.  Long  lives  all  of  them,  and  lives  without  stain,  spent 
to  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  welfare  of  men.  Our  Amer- 
ican Church  affectionately  places  their  names  upon  her 
diptychs. 

And,  now  Brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  in  the  matters 
which  will  engage  your  attention.  May  He  by  His  Holy 
Spirit  give  us  a  right  judgment  in  all  things,  that  whatever 
we  do,  whether  in  word  or  deed,  we  may  do  all  to  His  glory, 
through  Jesus  Christ  Our  Lord.  Amen.

June  28.  Gave  Holy  Communion  in  private,  to  a  sick  person  belonging 
to  St.  John's,  Florence. 

June  29.  St.  Peter's  Day.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion.  In  the 
morning,  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  At 
night,  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons.

Mr.  Hanckel  in  charge.  I  preached  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  preached,  at  Evening 
Prayer. 

July  27.    Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Laurens,  Rev.  Mr.  Logan  in  charge. 

At  Morning  Prayer,  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion; and  at  night  preached.  The  church  building 
here  has  been  much  improved  of  late  by  members  of  the 
congregation.  Rev.  Mr.  Logan  holds  service  on  two  Sun- 
days in  each  month,  and  with  the  growth  of  the  town  it  is 
reasonable  to  expect  an  increase  of  the  congregation.

The  noise  increased,  and  presently  we 
felt  the  ground  moving  under  our  feet,  and  then  we  knew 
the  earthquake  was  upon  us.  The  next  day  brought  sad 
tidings  to  us  from  Charleston,  of  prostrate  houses,  injured 
Churches,  and  of  deaths.

The  misery  and 
excitement  of  the  ensuing  week  is  not  to  be  described.

Rev.  Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Utah,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Missouri,  and  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ozi  W.  Whittaker, 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Nevada,  to  the  office  *f  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  ;  and  have  consented 
to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Edwin  Gardiner  Weed,  as  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Florida. 

They  have   recommended   to   the  Bishop,  Rev.   A.  R. 
Mitchell,  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  and  Rev.  Hardy  H.  Phelps,  Dea- 
cons, for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  application  of  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Clarkson,  Deacon,  for  a 
dispensation  from  the  knowledge  of  Latin,  Greek  and  He- 
brew, was  favorably  received  by  the  Committee,  and  he  was 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  as  Priest. 

They  have  consented  to  the  admission  of  Mr.  John  F.  Fin- 
lay  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons,  and  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Guerry 
as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  "  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  SOUTH 
CAROLINA/' 

To  the  Ninety-Seventh  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  convened  at  Charles- 
ton, on  Thursday,  the  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  i88j  : 

The  u  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina  "  report  as  follows: 

By  reason,  probably  of  the  earthquake  visitation  of  the 
past  year,  nothing  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year, 
saving  the  acquisition  by  the  Corporation  of  a  fund  which  had 
been  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  C.  O.  Witte  and  W.  B.  Williams, 
as  Wardens  of  Grace  Church,  Sullivan's  Island,  one  of  the 
"  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches,"  the  amount  of  said  fund 
on  the  day  it  was  received  by  the  Corporation,  to  wit,  12th 
July,  1886,  was  one  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  (#1,338.83),  which,  with  the 
semi-annual  interest  (#26.22),  accrued  up  to  1st  January, 
1887,  in  the  Savings  Department  of  The  South  Carolina  Loan 
and  Trust  Company  (where  the  fund  is  on  deposit)  aggre- 
gates #1,365.60. 

For  a  third  time  the  Corporation  must  urge  upon  the  Con- 
vention, the  necessity  of  a  provision  by  the  Convention  for 
the  expenses  of  the  Corporation  as  such,  which  may  be  esti- 
mated at  not  less  than  #300  per  annum  at  present.  The 
sole  annual  receipts  of  the  Corporation  are,  by  way  of  income, 
derived  from  funds  or  property  of  a  few  dormant  and  ex- 
tinct Parishes  and  Churches  in  its  trust,  which  income  falls 
short  of  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Corporation  as  such,  and 
perhaps  ought  not  to  be  applied  to  such  expenses.  This 
Corporation  suggests  that  its  annual  expenses  be  provided  for 
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by  assessment,  as  the  expenses  of  the  Convention  itself,  &c., 
are  provided  for. 

In  this  connection,  the  Convention  might  well  take  into 
consideration  the  expediency,  or  perhaps  the  necessity,  of 
creating  the  office  of  a  Chancellor  or  Solicitor  for  the  Dio- 
cese, to  be  also  the  Solicitor  of  this  Corporation,  whose  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  is  more  occupied  in  professional  matters 
relating  to  property,  &c.  in  the  trust  of  the  Corporation  than 
in  his  regular  duties.  To  this  end  immediate  action  is  recom- 
mended.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  presents  its  Tenth  An- 
nual Report. 

We  have  had  before  us  the  reports  of  eleven  missionaries, 
who  have  received  aid  from  the  Board  during  the  year,  viz: 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Bellinger,  Hanckel,  McCollough,  Logan, 
Sams,  Tillinghast,  Guerry,  Green,  Allston,  Clarkson  and 
Welsh.  We  have  not  received  reports  from  the  other  mis- 
sionaries, though  we  know  that  they  have  zealously  labored 
at  their  posts  during  the  year. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  report  that  the  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  in  the  Diocese  have  given  during  the  year  a  larger 
sum  to  Diocesan  Missions  than  ever  before.  The  statement 
of  our  Treasurer  shows  that  the  sum  of  $2,507.58  has  been 
contributed  to  Missions  by  our  churches,  and  $1,504.04  do- 
nated from  various  sources,  making  a  total  of  $4,01 1.62  at  our 
disposal. 

After  paying  the  orders  of  the  Bishop  and  meeting  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Board,  the  Treasurer  had  to  his  credit  in  bank 
on  the  1st  of  May  $583.75. 

We  attribute  this  increase  in- the  offerings  to  the  fact  that 
the  Convention  authorized  your  Board  to  ask  each  Parish  and 
Mission  for  a  definite  sum,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that, 
with  few  exceptions,  all  have  fully  responded.  The  reports  of 
our  missionaries  are  in  the  main  encouraging,  and  some  of 
them  contain  statements  of  especial  interest;  but  as  the  time 
is  limited  for  considering  this  Report,  we  have  refrained  from 
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making  an  abstract  of  the  reports,  and  refer  to  them  as  they 
will  be  published  in  full  in  the  Journal. 

We  herewith  submit  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  which 
contains  a  full  statement  of  all  offerings,  with  an  account  of 
the  expenditure  of  the  same.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  report: 
That  the  prospects  of  this  Institution  are  brighter  this  year 
than  ever  before.  But  it  is  to  the  Theological  Department 
that  this  Convention  is  called  upon  to  give  its  support.  The 
Convention  has  learned  from  the  Bishop's  Address,  that  the 
only  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  are  at  this 
University,  and  that  the  supply  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment is  derived  solely  from  the  Church  in  the  Southern  Dio- 
ceses ;  yet  by  the  last  report  of  the  University  Treasurer,  now 
absent,  less  than  $100.00  out  of  our  $500.00  appropriated,  has 
been  paid  this  year.  If  the  Clergy  would  impress  upon  their 
congregations  that  they  are  contributing  to  Theological  Ed- 
ucation, when  they  make  their  offerings  for  the  University,  a 
greater  interest  might  be  created.  Some  may  suppose  that 
they  are  giving  to  the  Scholastic  Department,  and  feeling 
pressing  needs  nearer  home,  are  indifferent  when  this  offer- 
ing is  made.  But  the  fact  is,  this  offering  is  given  directly  to 
the  preparation  of  men  tor  the  Sacred  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
There  are  now  five  Clergymen  from  Sewanee  in  the  Diocese, 
two  will  graduate  this  August,  and  one  will  enter  in  August. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  Parishes  have  made  no  offerings, 
and  many  have  given  very  small  sums,  and  since  the  Bishop 
has  called  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  this  subject : 

Resolved.  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  this  Diocese  is 
earnestly  requested  to  make  an  offering  for  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  between  this  date 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the 
present  deficiency  maybe  supplied. 
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The  Trustees  cannot  close  this  report  without  giving  ex- 
pression to  the  feeling  of  loss  which  the  University  of  the 
South,  in  common  with  the  Church,  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  the  venerable  Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Win.  Mercer 
Green,  Chancellor  of  the  University  and  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Mississippi,  of  whose  life  and  character  as  a  Bishop  in 
the  Church,  and  as  a  devoted  officer  of  the  University,  too 
much  is  known  to  demand  any  special  mention  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  in  this  Diocese.

REMARKS. 


I  regret  not  being  able  to  make  my  report  conform,  this  year,  to  the 
usual  heads  of  classification.  The  great  calamity  of  the  earthquake  in 
August  last  has  somewhat  disarranged  our  accounts.  In  gratitude  to 
God,  I  report  no  lives  lost,  and  few  bodily  injuries  received  among  par- 
ishioners. Losses  suffered  by  individuals,  and  by  the  corporation  itself, 
have  been  heavy  ;  but  their  burdens  have  been  lightened  by  the  gen- 
erous and  timely  help  of  friends,  within  and  without  the  Church.  The 
total  cost  of  repairing  the  Church,  the  Home,  the  Sunday-school  Room 
and  the  Glebe  houses  will  be  about  $25,000,  nearly  one  half  of  which  has 
been  donated. 

The  total  amount  received  through  the  offertory  has  been  $2,358.62,  a 
sum  comparing  favorably  with  any  previous  year.  The  services  of  the 
Parish  have  not  been  interrupted,  though  the  Church  was  closed  from 
the  1st  of  September.  1886,  to  the  10th  April,  1887.  The  congregation 
worshiped  in  temporary  places,  but  chiefly,  for  six  months,  in  a  large 
ware-room  on  King  street,  freely  lent  for  the  purpose  by  a  liberal  firm 
in  the  city  (F.  W.  Wagener  &  Co.).  On  Easter  Day  we  returned  joy- 
fully and  gratefully  to  worship  in  the  Church,  though  the  repairs  on 
the  exterior  have  not  yet  been  completed. 

The  Church  Home,  considerably  damaged,  has  continued  to  shelter 
its  inmates  in  contracted  quarters,  until  the  present.  Repairs  are  now 
begun,  and  bid  fair  to  be  completed  by  next  fall.  But  the  ladies  have 
been  provided  with  lodgings  elsewhere. 

The  repairs  of  the  Sunday-school  building,  and  of  the  Glebe  houses, 
have  been  nearly  completed. 
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The  societies  have  not  been  hindered  in  their  working  for  the 
Church.  The  "  Home  Aid  "  has  contributed  for  repairs  to  the  Church 
Home,  $500;  the  *'  Woman's  Auxiliary ,"  for  other  Dioceses,  $100;  the 
"  Cily  Mission,"  to  relief  in  St.  John's,  Hampstead,  and  Christ  Church, 
Shepherdsboro,  $61  in  cash,  and  the  value  of  $30  in  clothing  and 
provisions  :  in  all  $691,  not  included  above. 

Sums,  aggregating  $1,600,  were  sent  me  after  the  earthquake  from 
persons  and  parishes  in  the  United  States,  to  be  distributed  in  the  city. 
Some  part  of  the  total  wa-i  distributed  in  the  Parish,  but  the  larger  part 
to  sufferers  generally  in  and  around  the  city.  These  donations  have  all 
been  privately  acknowledged  with  the  sincerest  gratitude.

REMARKS. 

The  Parish  Church,  St.  Thomas  is  entirely  abandoned.  The  Church 
building,  which  dates  back  near  two  hundred  years,  is  in  good  order. 
Of  all  the  Parish  families,  only  two  families  remain.  For  Church  ser- 
vices we  use  a  large  room  60x30  in  the  Rectory,  situated  at  Wando. 
The  congregation  averages  twenty-five  adults,  but  of  these  only  6  are 
Church  people.  The  balance  not  Church  people.  Of  late  the  Methodist 
Mission  has  been  closed,  so  they  attend  our  Church. 

St.  Dennis  I  found  in  bad  order.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  restore  it. 
There  are  now  but  three  Church  families  left.  This  state  of  things  is 
owing  to  the  late  war  and  the  almost  utter  ruin  of  rice  planting. 

The  salary  of  the  Rector  is  paid  from  two  invested  funds,  which  have 
been  well  managed  for  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  years.  The  Beres- 
ford  Bounty  Fund  is  an  amount  of  money  given  by  Mr.  Wm.  Beresford 
in  colonial  times  for  the  education  of  the  paupers  of  St.  Thomas,  all  of 
whom  have  long  since  passed  away.  So  now,  in  order  to  use  this  money 
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for  the  Church,  the  Rector  is  the  head  of  a  school  at  Wando  for  all  who 
see  fit  to  come.  So  far  as  I  was  concerned,  I  found  this  a  bad  plan,  as 
the  free  school  was  near  by,  which  I  found  had  and  would  give  trouble 
and  no  pleasant  feeling ;  so  we  opened  the  Beresford  School  when  the 
free  school  closed.  Pupils,  10.  At  Easter  we  created  a  School  Commis- 
sion, which  takes  the  Rector  out  of  school  perplexities.  The  pay,  how- 
ever, of  the  teacher  may  reduce  the  Rector's  salary.  Better  so  than  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  a  little  school  and  its  trouble. 

The  changed  circumstances  of  the  Parish,  bearing  upon  the  original 
use  of  the  Beresford  Fund,  may  require  legislative  action  to  give  the 
Vestry  a  Churchly  use  of  this  fund. 

The  Church  Fund  is  not  large  ;  pays  an  interest  of  $243. 

Amidst  all  the  changes  of  time  the  successive  Vestries  for  over  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years  have  managed  these  funds  like  good  and 
Christian  men.

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REMARKS. 


In  addition  to  the  above  amounts,  four  of  my  congregation  have  con- 
tributed to  the  Penny  Fund  regularly,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn 
the  various  amounts  given. 

I  also  gratefully  acknowledge  several  donations  from  members  of  two 
of  my  congregation  and  others  outside  of  my  field  of  labor. 

During  the  past  year  Port  Royal  has  been  included  in  the  Coast  Mis- 
sion, so  that  your  Missionary  has  had  seven  places  to  minister  to 
monthly,  widely  separated  from  each  other,  and  requiring  the  traveling 
of  over  three  thousand  miles  yearly  in  a  buggy,  since  they  can  only  be 
reached  in  that  way. 

With  very  few  exceptions  (owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather) 
I  have  held  services  regularly  at  all  points,  and  our  congregations  main- 
tain their  interest,  and,  according  to  their  ability,  are  helping  forward 
the  work  of  the  Lord. 

I  visited  Port  Royal  for  the  first  time  in  May  last  and  found  a  few 
earnest  Church  people,  whose  hearts  were  gladdened  at  the  prospect  of 
having  service  in  their  midst. 

Heartily  welcoming  me,  they  at  once  organized  a  Mission,  and  are 
earnestly  working  with  me  for  the  building  up  of  the  Church.  We  have 
recently  started  a  Sunday-school  which  promises  much,  many  of  the 
children  having  been  gathered  into  it  and  our  teachers  being  thoroughly 
in  earnest. 

Whilst  we  have  just  broken  ground  at  this  point,  and,  therefore,  can- 
not be  too  confident  of  success,  there  is  certainly  a  great  field  open  be- 
fore us,  calling  for  much  persistent  Christian  effort,  and  thus  far  I  have 
been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of  those  engaged 
in  it. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  fifty  Prayer  Books  and  Hym- 
nals from  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  for  the  use  of  my  Mis- 
sion. This  valuable  donation  was  procured  through  the  efforts  of  our 
aged  brother,  Rev.  W.  W.  Spear,  D.  D.,  for  many  years  a  member  of  this 
Diocese,  who  still  retains  his  interest  in  her  welfare.

Grace  Church  suffered  serious  injury  from  the  earthquake.  The  north 
wall  was  so  much  shattered  that  it  was  taken  down,  and  rebuilt  from 
the  foundation.  The  pillars  which  supported  the  arches  of  the  nave 
were  cracked  and  out  of  plumb,  so  that  all  have  been  removed,  and 
iron  columns  substituted  in  their  place.  The  towers  on  which  the 
spire  rests  have  been  braced  by  massive  buttresses,  and  relieved  of  the 
weight  of  the  organ  gallery.  The  great  arch,  which  was  cracked  at  the 
crown,  has  been  rebuilt  and  strengthened.  The  organ  has  been  re- 
moved to  the  side  of  the  chancel,  and  a  new  vestry-room  built  on  the 
opposite  side. 

The  cost  of  these  repairs  will  be  $20,000. 

We  have  received  from  the  Bishop's  earthquake  fund  $5,600. 

From  friends  in  different  quarters  over  $1,000,  of  which  sum  $500  was 
the  offering  of  our  faithful  friend  and  former  warden,  H.  S.  Hayden, 
Esq.,  of  Connecticut. 

The  congregation  have  raised  $6,400,  making  the  sum  total  received 
for  the  Church  $13,000.  When  the  monthly  subscriptions  are  all  paid 
in,  there  will  be  a  deficiency  of  $7,360.  This  amount  the  Vestry  are 
now  trying  to  raise,  by  a  loan,  to  meet  our  pressing  necessity. 

The  congregation  have  worshipped  in  the  Military  Hall,  Went  worth 
street,  since  the  calamity  of  31st  August. 
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The  addition  to  the  list  of  communicants  is  the  largest  ever  reported ; 
but  the  changes  among  our  population,  resulting  from  the  earthquake, 
reduce  the  present  number  below  the  record  of  last  year.

REMARKS. 

The  ladies  of  this  Parish  have  made  and  contributed  some  sixty  gar- 
ments to  the  Dorcas  Society,  and  have  raised  by  their  exertions  $276  to- 
wards the  debt  on  the  infirmary  of  the  House  of  Rest.  They  propose 
to  endeavor  to  pay  the  balance  of  $300,  still  due.  The  debt  of  the  Parish 
has  been  reduced  to  $1,000. 

The  earthquake  of  31st  August,  1886,  damaged  the  church  to  the 
amount  of  $2,000,  which  was  generously  given  by  friends  at  the  North. 

Service  was  interrupted  in  this  church  but  one  Sunday,  and  then  only 
for  prudential  reasons.  Service  was  held  on  the  grounds  of  the  Porter 
Academy. 

The  Sunday-school,  a  building  70  feet  long,  45  wide  and  3  stories  high, 
erected  in  1856,  was  so  badly  damaged  it  had  to  be  taken  to  the  ground. 
Very  many  precious  associations  were  connected  with  this  building, 
and  we  feel  the  loss.  But  God  has  been  so  merciful  to  us  we  have  only 
cause  for  thanksgiving  and  praise.

REMARKS. 

Of  the  fifty-nine  services  reported,  11  on  11  Sundays,  and  12  on  12 
other  days,  were  for  the  colored  people  exclusively,  who  showed  their 
appreciation  by  kindly  presenting  me  with  ten  ($10)  dollars.  I 
preached  fifty-eight  times,  and  on  one  occasion  read  the  Pastoral  Letter 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  instead  of  preaching.  The  $15  reported  as 
derived  from  an  invested  fund,  was  used  in  insuring  the  church  build- 
ing. The  fund  was  given  for  this  purpose  by  a  former  member  now 
deceased.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  Convention,  Mr.  W.  F.Bellinger, 
Lay  Reader  and  Superintendant  of  the  Sunday-school,  has  removed  into 
another  Diocese.  He  neglected  to  take  with  him  his  record  of  services, 
and  I  can  report  only  in  general  terms,  that,  with  a  few  exceptions,  he 
had  service  on  all  the  Sundays  on  which  I  was  not  present.  His  place 
as  Lay  Reader,  has  not  been  supplied,  and  I  fear  will  not  be.  Mr.  W. 
E.  F.  Fraser  has  succeeded  him  as  superintendant  of  the  Sunday-school, 
and  has  proved  attentive  and  efficient.  The  amount  apportioned  to  St. 
Jude's  Church  by  the  Board  of  Missions  was  $30,  the  amount  paid  by 
the  congregation  $33TVo.  There  are  several  candidates  for  confirma- 
tion here,  but  the  Bishop  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  visiting  the 
Parish.

REMARKS. 

Of  the  services  reported,  13  on  13  Sundays  were  exclusively  for  the 
colored  people.  These  services  were  held  at  the  residence  of  a  colored 
person,  who  offered  it  for  the  purpose.  The  congregations  have  not 
been  large,  but  I  hope  will  increase.  I  contemplate  (D.  V.)  having  ser- 
vices for  the  colored  people  twice  in  each  month,  once  at  the  place 
where  I  at  present  officiate,  and  once  in  the  school  building  erected  by 
Mrs.  Screven,  where  she  continues  her  school,  which  was  well  attended 
during  the  past  season.  All  Saint's  Church  has  been  recently  repainted, 
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and  repaired  at  the  private  expense  of  our  munificent  Senior  Warden, 
Major  Jno.  H.  Screven ;  of  course  the  amount  expended  is  not  included 
in  this  report.  During  the  year  the  congregation  has  been  deprived, 
by  death,  of  the  services  and  aid  of  our  Junior  Warden,  Capt.  John 
White  Gregorie.  Capt.  Gregorie  had  been  associated  with  All  Saints' 
Church  as  one  of  its  wardens  from  its  first  organization,  and  was 
warmly  interested  in  its  growth  and  welfare.  With  deep  regret  we,  as 
a  congregation,  submit  to  this  dispensation  of  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church. 

The  Board  of  Missions  apportioned  to  All  Saints'  Church  the  sum  of 
$50.  Exclusive  of  the  offerings  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bishop's  visit, 
the  congregation  contributed  $53.50.  Including  these  offerings,  they 
contributed  $69.14.  Here  I  had  services  68  times  on  35  Sundays,  43 
times  on  43  other  days,  111  times,  preaching  110  times.  Once  I  read 
the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  instead  of  preaching.

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REMARKS. 

The  amount  reported  as  "  salary  of  minister''  was  contributed  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Missionary,  incurred  by  visit- 
ing Allendale.  The  services  were  all  celebrated  in  the  Union  Church. 
The  amount  received  to  date  for  the  erection  of  a  church  building  is 
$400.  Under  many  difficulties  the  ladies  are  still  struggling  to  secure  a 
sufficient  sum  to  warrant  them  in  commencing  the  building.

KEMARKS. 

Of  the  273  services  reported,  24  on  24  Sundays  and  12  on  12  other 
days,  were  exclusively  for  colored  people.  These  services  were  per- 
formed at  Walterboro'  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  All  Saints'  Church. 
In  Walterboro'  the  congregations  have  been  very  good ;  and  there  are 
connected  with  the  Episcopal  Church  45  colored  persons,  of  whom  13 
are  communicants  and  13  children  under  14.  In  the  neighborhood  of 
All  Saints  the  congregations  have  been  small,  and  there  are  no  mem- 
bers of  the  Episcopal  Church.  During  the  year,  including  one  service 
on  a  wTeek  day  at  Gillisonville,  I  celebrated  Divine  service  109  times  on 
50  Sundays  and  165  times  on  146  other  days — in  all  273  times,  preach- 
ing 264  times.  On  eight  occasions  I  read  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  instead  of  preaching.  Once  I  read  Prayers  only.  On 
two  Sundays  I  had  no  services— on  one  being  in  Charleston  at  Conven- 
tion, and  the  other  was  so  inclement  that  no  one  went  to  Church.  The 
amount  reported  as  derived  from  vested  fund  was  for  insuring  St. 
Jude's  Church,  Walterboro'.  All  Saints'  Church  is  being  repaired  at 
the  private  expense  of  the  munificent  Senior  Warden,  Major  Jno.  H. 
Screven.  With  much  regret  I  report  the  death  of  Captain  Jno.  H. 
Gregorie,  who,  from  the  time  of  its  organization  to  the  day  of  his  death, 
was  Junior  Warden  of  All  Saints'  Church.  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walter- 
boro', by  the  removal  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Bellinger  to  another  Diocese,  has 
been  deprived  of  Lay  reading.  As  yet  I  have  been  unable  to  supply  his 
place.  The  congregation  generally  regret  this  privation.  Mr.  Bellin- 
ger to  the  close  of  the  last  year  officiated  on  nearly  all  of  the  Sundays 
on  which  I  was  absent.  His  position  as  Superintendent  of  Sunday- 
school  is  now  satisfactorily  filled  by  Mr.  W.  E.  F.  Fraser.  The  Sunday- 
schools  are  confined  to  Walterboro'  and  Allendale.  The  fund  for 
building  a  Church  at  Allendale  now  amounts  to  $400.  I  again  solicit 
aid  from  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese.  The  amount  apportioned  by  the 
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Board  of  Missions  to  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations'  under  my 
charge  was  $98.  They  have  contributed  $120  2-100,  not  including  offer- 
ings on  Bishop's  visit.  Including  this,  they  contributed  $135.66-100.  Of 
this  amount  the  congregation  at  Hampton  C.  H.  contributed  $4.  This 
Station  was  not  included  in  the  apportionment  made  by  the  Board. 
During  the  year  I  traveled  692  miles  at  an  average  expense  of  $45.70. 
Again  I  return  my  thanks  to  the  authorities  of  the  Savannah  and 
Charleston  Railway  and  the  Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Railroad  for  cour- 
tesies tendered  me.

REMARKS. 


I  would  state  that  in  addition  to  the  children  of  the  Church,  who 
attend  the  Sunday-school  as  above  reported,  there  are  some  fourteen 
others  from  Lutheran  and  Methodist  families  who  also  come  very  reg- 
ularly. 

The  work  of  the  Mission  School,  I  am  happy  to  say,  gives  me  much 
encouragement.  The  immediate  and  pressing  demand,  however,  on 
behalf  of  this  work  is  a  plain  chapel.  For  so  large  is  the  attendance, 
both  of  children  and  adults  on  Sunday,  that  the  accommodations  are 
very  insufficient.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  supply  this  want,  and 
already  near  two  hundred  dollars  have  been  paid  and  promised.  So 
that  at  no  distant  day  it  is  hoped  this  chapel  will  be  built. 

Both  the  rectory  and  the  church  were  vefy  considerably  damaged  by 
the  earthquake,  and  are  still  only  partially  repaired.  Through  the 
kindness  of  the  Bishop,  however,  out  of  funds  placed  in  his  hands,  he 
has  allowed  the  vestry  a  sufficient  amount  to  well-nigh,  if  not  entirely, 
complete  these  repairs.  The  balance  of  our  church  debt  has  been  paid 
in  full  within  the  year.  So  that  the  parish  is  now  free  from  all  en 
cumbrance  of  this  nature. 

Notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times  and  the  very  trying 
ordeal  through  which  my  people,  have  passed  within  the  past  six  or 
eight  months,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  they  are 
taking  more  than  usual  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church;  as  is  man- 
ifest from  the  activity  of  the  Ladies'  Church  Aid  Association — the 
amount  of  my  salary  being  nearly  two  hundred  dollars  more  than  in 

grevious  years  ;  and  the  special  remembrance  of  me  both  at  Easter  and 
hristmas.    God's  name  be  praised  for  all  his  mercies  !

REMARKS. 


From  the  1st  of  March,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bishop,  the  Assistant,  left, 
the  Rev.  Theo.  A.  Porter  conducted  the  services,  assisted  by  Mr.  E.  H. 
Hollings,  Lay  Reader.  Mr.  Porter  buried,  married,  and  baptized.  The 
salary,  amounting  to  $764.68,  he  turned  over  to  the  debt,  consisting  of 
notes  in  bank,  made  for  repairs  for  damages  caused  by  cyclone  on  26th 
August,  1885.  So  that  he  served  the  Parish  gratuitously  to  1st  of  Jan- 
uary, when  the  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard  became  Assistant,  and  is  giving 
great  promise  of  usefulness. 

The  debt  still  due  for  cyclone  damages  is  $1,451.  No  public  effort 
was  made  for  them  when  their  Church  was  destroyed,  to  the  amount 
of  $4,500,  by  visitation  of  God,  and  that  amount  to  a  people  dependent 
on  their  daily  exertions  was  more  than  many  thousands  to  Churches 
having  vested  funds  and  wealthy  parishioners.  Yet  they  have  battled 
with  this  disaster,  and  will  continue  the  struggle.  For  the  earthquake 
of  31st  August,  1886,  the  Bishop  contributed  to  the  Parish  from 
funds  in  his  hand.  This  congregation,  with  all  the  difficulties  and  ob- 
stacles in  their  way,  by  free  will  offerings,  have  laid  on  God's  altar,  for 
His  Church,  $2,533.53.

REMARKS. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  making  a  few  remarks  about  the  progress  made 
by  this  parish,  and  the  continued  interest  manifested  by  the  congrega- 
tion. Since  my  last  report  several  families  have  identified  themselves 
with  the  parish,  and  the  communicant  list  has  greatly  increased  by  the 
number  of  candidates  who  have  been  presented  for  confirmation  in  the 
last  year.  The  church  building  has  already  become  too  small  to  accom- 
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modate  the  increasing  congregagations.  The  vestry  are  contemplating 
enlargement,  and  will  commence  work  as  soon  as  sufficient  means  can  be 
raised.  Any  contributions  to  this  object  from  those  interested  in  the 
growth  of  the  Church  would  be  appreciated. 

In  speaking  of  this  work  I  must  note  that  the  Lenten  services  this 
year  have  been  particularly  well  attended,  and  our  people  are  begin- 
ning to  realize  what  a  solemn  and  profitable  season  Mother  Church  has 
appointed  for  our  use. 

The  Guild  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  which  is  in  connection  with  this 
parish,  deserves  to  be  mentioned.  The  few  faithful  workers  in  this 
Guild  have  raised  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  since  their 
organization,  and  have  contributed  liberally  to  the  erection  of  a  great 
bell-tower,  and  to  the  purchase  of  a  handsome  Bishop's  Chair. 

The  Industrial  School,  which  has  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
training  the  poor  children  how  to  sew,  and  provide  themselves  with 
garments,  is  now  under  the  superintendence  of  a  faithful  servant  of  God, 
who  has  dedicated  her  life  to  the  Church  and  the  Master's  work.  The 
number  of  pupils  has  increased  to  twenty-five,  and  the  interest  mani- 
fested by  all  is  very  encouraging.  This  school  admits  other  children 
besides  those  belonging  to  the  Church. 

The  Sunday-school,  while  not  increasing  in  size,  is  showing  marked 
proficiency  in  the  teachings  of  the  Church,  and  is  laboring  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Church  at  large.  Their  lenten  offerings  this  year  to  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Missions  amounted  to  forty-six  dollars,  which  was  the 
savings  and  earnings  of  poor  children. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  in  the  work  of  this  parish  is  the 
great  desire  of  the  laboring  men  to  attend  the  church  services,  and  the 
acknowledged  enlightenment  on  their  part  of  the  Church  as  the  body 
and  brido  of  Christ.  The  laymen  of  this  parish  are  unceasing  in  their 
energies  to  further  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church,  and  are  endeavoring 
by  their  examples  and  precepts  to  reclaim  those  Who  have  strayed  from 
the  fold  of  Christ.  Oh,  may  God  speed  the  day  when  laymen  and  clergy 
will  realize  that  there  must  be  hearty  co-operation  in  doing  the  Mas- 
ter's work,  and  that  a  house  divided  against  itself  must  surely  fall.

REMARKS. 

The  foregoing  reports  cover  only  the  work  of  the  Missionary  as  con- 
fined to  the  1st  Ward,  Columbia,  and  the  Station  in  Lexington  County. 

The  statistics  for  Ward  1  present  the  statistics  of  the  schools  and 
services  directly  under  the  charge  of  the  Missionary.  St.  Luke  is  left 
to  take  charge  of  itself  as  an  organized  Parish. 

There  is  a  Guild  organized  in  connection  with  this  station  in  the  1st 
Ward  engaged  in  work  for  mutual  aid  and  intercessory  prayer  and  for 
general  Missions. 

This  last  branch  of  Guild  work  has  collected  $10.75  since  last  October. 

The  schools,  both  Sunday  and  day  schools,  have  been  always,  as  they 
are  now,  the  brighest  features  of  this  Mission.  Since  January  they  have 
paid  towards  their  own  support  nearly  $70.00. 

In  Lexington  the  statistics  do  not  exhibit  the  real  improvements  or 
prosperity  of  the  work.  Movements,  however,  indicate  a  much  better 
showing  for  next  year.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects  con- 
nected with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that  now 
held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all  property  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or  dormant  Par- 
ishes formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have 
now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any  prop- 
erty now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  Churches  or  cor- 
porations in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surrender 
or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Section  2.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  de- 
scribed in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
Trustees  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  con- 
veyance other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1 880.

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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  of  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  per- 
sons who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.  (Passed 
1842.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  he 
given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  resolution  recommend- 
ing that  members  of  this  Convention  be  communicants  shall 
be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall 
be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention.   (Passed  1 838.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  1859.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  invested.    (Amended  1877.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1856.) 

9.  Resolved.  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  (Passed 

1859.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memo- 
rial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all 
the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible, 
interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhal- 
lowed, worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 
(Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.  (Passed 
1866.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen  and 
Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the  Contention. 
(Passed  1882.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly 
requested  to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  1st  of  May 
to  the  Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  last  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
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Church,  who  is  requested  to  have  the  report  ready  for  the 
first  or  second  day  of  the  Convention. 

19.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  be  requested 
always  to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  to  their  congregations  as  soon  as  they  obtain  a 
printed  copy  of  same. 

20.  Resolved,  The  Sunday  following  the  transaction  of 
business  of  the  Convention  be  made  the  final  day  of  the  ses- 
sion, unless  such  session  shall  be  further  extended  by  order 
of  the  Convention ;  and  that  on  Sunday  night  a  general  meet- 
ing be  held,  at  which  addresses  may  be  made  upon  missionary 
or  other  subjects,  the  speakers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
and  a  Committee  appointed  by  him. 

21.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  earnest  desire  and  special  re- 
quest of  this  Convention  that  all  Delegates,  Clerical  and  Lay, 
remain  in  the  place  of  meeting  until  after  the  closing  service 
Sunday  night.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized, 
and  the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of 
proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing 
Committees,  viz  :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  new  Par- 
ishes, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  Communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  "  Morning  Prayer  "  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 
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The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day,  after  the  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  : 

I.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 
2   Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

6  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 
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VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  de- 
bate, and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shaU  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the"  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same 
Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "  Resolved "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the 
resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.    A  motion 
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to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  in- 
stance, without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  tivo-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and' shall  not  be  altered 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.

AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION. 


ADOPTED  MAY  14th,  1887. 


By  resolution  adopted  by  the  Constitutional  majority,  upon 
its  second  passage,  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  is  thereby 
amended  in  Article  III,  Sections  I,  2  and  3,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  f.  "  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Presby- 
ters and  Laymen." 

Section  2.  "  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there 
is  one,  and  every  other  Presbyter,  who  has  been  actually,  as 
well  as,  &c."  ******** 

Section  3.  "  Every  other  Presbyter  in  good  standing, 
Canonically  resident,  &c."  ******
